Gang, 
I just returned from the UK and brought back several 


"bathtub"-style British military telegraph keys still in original 
wrapping. They were actually packed in 1955 (according to the label on 


the large box from whence I selected several items), in a waxed brown 
paper bag inside a corrugated wrapping. Then in 1966 the original 
labels were removed from the outer corrugated wrapping and, still intact 
inside this wrapping, they were sealed in plastic bags with a new label 
which reads: 


10F/1047561 
KEY TELEGRAPH 
oTY. 4 
SEPT: 1966 14 MU. 
"DM." 


If you're not into foreign keys this will be of no interest to 
you, 
especially since it is the xUGLIEST* key I've ever laid eyes on! It is 
molded entirely of dark brown phenolic, and literally looks like an 
old-timey bathtub with four threaded feet which protrude from the bottom 
and obviously were intended for mounting the beast (an image can be 
found on Tom Perera's (W1TP) Web page under "Foreign Military Keys"). 
The 5" long x 1-5/8" wide "bathtub" base has a cover which carries a 
one-piece brown phenolic mushroom knob and two oversize brown phenolic 
binding knobs for attaching leads. A curved spring clip at one end of 
the base, when released, allows the cover to swing open (it is hinged at 
the other end) for spring tension and spacing adjustment. The clip can 
also be snapped over the knob to maintain a permanently "key down" 
position for DFing whilst the operator "makes his zid," as we used to 
say in Morocco. 


This key is nothing if not absolutely unique in 
appearance. I have never seen anything remotely like it anywhere. So, 
if you'd like to add one of these to your collection, drop me a note 
with some idea of what you might be willing to trade for one and 
maybe we can "do a deal." Limit one to a customer (since they're still 
in original packing, and all that). 


I'd be interested in a serviceable Vibroplex carrying case from 
the '50s/'60s plus a cord and wedge; a WU telegraph relay; or any U.S. 
Navy keys *EXCEPTx the 26001A, 26003A, 26012, or 26026, all of which I 
have.

As a result of some house cleaning at a nearby boy's school, I am now the 
caretaker of a somewhat forlorn NC100ASD and in desparate need of 
information and advice. The biggest need is for some documentation 


(schematic, etc.). Can anyone help? The receiver seems to have suffered 
through several modifications which resulted in some re-arrangement of 
controls on the front panels. It appears that several rotary switches were 
replaced with toggle switches causing the need to re-locate things like the 
AF gain control and headphone jack. It doesn't look like any new holes were 
added so it may be possible to get it back close to original. 


The plastic dial face is horribly discolored and distorted but 1/8 in. 
plexiglas will probably take care of that. There is some scraping in the 
tuning dial but that appears to be minor due to the dial face being slightly 
bent. For reasons known only to a previous owner, all of the small, bar 
knobs have been replaced. At least the replacements appear to be National, 
the round, skirted type of HRO50/60 vintage. Anyone out there with some of 
the bar / pointer knobs interested in a swap? 


The last significant bit is the color of the cabinet. Moore show all the 
NC100 family in black wrinkle. This one is gray hammertone and appears to 
be original. Did National paint some of these gray instead of black? 


All help, hints, and interesting stories greatly appreciated.

Fellow Hollowstaters, 


I just came into a Johnson Viking II (thanks to BAer 
Dean Hemphill) and have a couple of questions not 
directly addressed in the manual. 


After replacing an open bleeder/bias/modulator screen 
dropping resistor in the hi voltage supply, I need 

to properly adjust the 6AQ5 screen clamper for 

proper key up and no excitation final current. The 
manual states simply that the key-up final cathode 
current "will be" about 10 mA. On phone, or with loss 
of excitation, the manual states that the final cathode 
current "will be" about 25 mA. This is all based upon 
the finals being biased "almost" to cutoff by the grid 
bias and clamper adjustment. 


The clamping tube adjustment range is such that I can 

reduce the key-up current to zero. Since it has been awhile 
(sigh) since I adjusted a clamping circuit, my question 

is whether I should adjust it for the target 10 mA or 

adjust it for zero. It may not be a good idea to cut 

off the finals completely such that the driver has to overcome 
too much bias. 


Due to the operation of a screen voltage clamper, it seems 
the adjustment spec should be to adjust the clamper grid 
such that the final screen voltage is dropped to some target 
value during key-up or loss of excitation as opposed to 
adjusting for final current. Seems like that is what I've 
done in the past. 


This unit was factory wired so I only have the operation 
manual, not the construction manual. My guess is the 
construction manual had more info about initial adjustments. 


I look forward to working the group on CW and AM with the 
Viking and the HQ-140X very soon.

The improved stability is a Good Thing, but 
perhaps inevitable, since it would seem there is little one can do to 
make the stability (of the SX-100, at any rate) much worse. 


I have an SX-100 recently acquired. The design is very interesting 
and creative (IF and filters designed explicitly for SSB) but it has 
some (mechanical) stability problems and frankly it doesn't sound very 
good (one 6K6 af out). I note that it uses a 6SC7 as the audio 
driver, as does the SX-28 (Halli design practice dies hard) 

but the SX28 uses it properly, as a phase inverter.... 


My take is that this is an interesting receiver, but it does not 
belong in the pantheon of Great Receivers (but then, little from that 
era does....)
